to twelve cars carrying toil dipcg materials* such as bricks* cement, iron beams*

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4« Abo^t two kilomete W6s!t of the railroad station of Heli^ in a forest^ 
are locate4 two large blocks of barracks which were built about two years 
ago* The barracks are occupied by at least two naVal labor oompaniesg 

of these companies are engaged in constructing various buildings* 

These men are for the most par^ sons of the Pules ’?rho were palled 
^e^ihgede^soht^ by the dermans during the war, or who became ^eingedeutachtf 
as a result of. their own action* . These men are assigned to these companies 
f or receive army rations and a pay of six zloty 

a month* They work twelve^ inciuding performance of drills* • 

l^ile performing this labor service, these men are not allowed to leave their 
places of work or their quarterB, and they are treated as slave laborers* 
J’ollowihg their release from this service, they receive a document indicating 
that they have become members of the military reserve without having performed 
military servioei Labor companies exist in the anay as well as in the navy^ 
and the existence of these coi^anies is kept secret it is forbidden to make 
any mention of them, written or otherwise* Labor companies have been in 
existence since 1949, and the first men who wore called up should have returned 
home in the fall of 1952* 

6- A number of regulations upply particularly to the military area between 
Jurata and the Cape of Hel* Hb vessels are allowed to come within BOO 
meters of the coast on either side of this part of the peninsula* If 
a privately-owned Polish vessel violates this regulation, the boat is 
confiscated and the crew is sentenced to a labor camp for several year s s

Parts of the coast on both sides of the peninsula, near the villages of 
Ohalupy, Kuzniba, and Jastarnia, are open to the public until sunset, but 
these beaches are also fenced in* All fishing vessels and other boats are 
to be looated at a certain designated place every day before sundowni 
they must be chained and padlocked together and, in turn, chained and pad- 
looked to a TOP (B(il it ary Border Guard) chain, and the oars are held by 
TOP guards* Anyone not obeying these regulations immediately loses his 
boat permanently*^

Peninsula have access to 
the shore and sea on a stretch ^csat oai^’kSlomelbr wide for eaoh village* 

At each place this area is fenced in with barbed wire* Inside each area 
one or more posts are driven into the ground a few meters fiom the shore* 
Ehrery evening the fishermen^ s boats have to be looked to these posts* 
Besides this, all the boats around the pole have to be tied together and 
all oars taken away* Toward the Puck Bay side, Sel peninsula’s entire 
shore Is open to the public* At definite places (usually at WOP sentry 
positions) fishermen’s roTRTboats have to be pulled cut of the water and 
left with the sentry in the evening* 
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
